Campus  politicos  will  be  swinging  their  vote-getting  axes 
•through  primary  and  final  campaigning  for  class  and  executive 
; offices  in  just  five  short  weeks.  Primaries  are  scheduled  for 
■April  7-10,  with  final  polling  set  for  the  week  of  April  14-18. 

VOTERS  INFLUENCED 

Candidates  will  have  their  best  Pepsodents  on  to  win 
friends  back  and  influence  voters,  and  everything  will  be  the 
same  as  in  previous  years  with  one  big  exception;  the  execu- 
tive offices  have  ben  given  compatible  names  with  a stream- 
lined look. 

Present  positions  are  studentbody  president  (Webb  Corck- 
ett),  first  vice  president  (Becky  Broadbent),  second  vice  pres- 
ident (Roger  Victor),  business  manager  Jerry  Griffiths)  and 
secretary  (Lynne  Bloomfield.)  Under  the  new  setup  provided 
for  by  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University  Con- 
stitution, there  will  be  four  vice  presidents  and  a president. 

PREXY  SAME 

Studentbody  prexy  will  remain  the  same  in  name,  with 
the  addition  of  four  vice  presidents  in  charge  of  social  activities, 
cultural  activities,  student  relations  and  finance.  Social  activi- 
ties will  include  studentbody  dances  and  other  functions  as  des- 
ignated by  law  or  by  the  studentbody  president.  Cultural 
activities  veep  will  supervise  studentbody  assemblies,  lyceums, 
Student  Program  Bureau  and  other  duties.  Student  relations 
will  include  supervision  of  student  pep  activities,  publicity  and 
public  "relations.  Veep  in  charge  of  finance  will  prepare  budget, 
authorize  expenditures  of  studentbody  funds  and  maintain  fi- 
nancial records  of  studentbody  funds. 

ASBYU  Constitution  now  alows  juniors  to  hold  office  in 
executive  branch  of  student  government,  meaning  that  current 
sophomores  are  eligible  to  run  in  the  forthcoming  elections  for 
these  positions,  with  the  exception  of  studentbody  president. 
The  prexy  must  have  110  hours  of  accumulative  hours  of  credit 
prior  to  taking  over  next  fall. 

VEEP  REQUIREMENTS 

Requirement  for  any  of  the  four  veep  posts  is  an  accumu- 
lation of  92  hours  of  credit  before  assuming  office,  in  addition 
to  the  necessary  requirement  of  possessing  an  accumulative 
grade  point  average  of  2.5  for  all  work,  or  3.0  for  two  quarters 
prior  to  election. 

Class  oficer  candidates  must  be  registered  for  10  or  more 
hours  of  credit  and  must  also  meet  the  same  academic  stand- 
ard as  executive  officers.  Before  office  is  taken  over,  freshman 
hopefuls  must  have  less  than  46  hours  of  credit,  sophomores 
more  than  46  and  less  than  93  hours  of  credit,  juniors  more 
than  92  and  less  than  140  hours,  seniors  more  than  139  hours 
and  an  undregraduate  student.  Graduate  class  officers  must 
have  a baccalaureate  degree  upon  fall  quarter  registration. 

In  all,  there  will  be  at  least  34  studentbody  and  class  of- 
fices contested  during  the  election  period,  yet  if  past  records 
hold  true,  some  of  the  positions  will  go  to  a single  candidate 
because  of  lack  of  interest  and  participation.  ’ 

\ WRITE-IN  STORY 

Voters  might  be  interested  to  know  the  story  on  write-in 
balloting.  In  primary  elections  it  takes  50  votes  for  a candi- 
date to  place  in  the  final  polling,  with  full  campaign  privileges, 
except  for  executive  aspirants  who  require  100  write-in  votes. 

In  final  elections  a write-in  candidate  needs  only  more 
votes  than  any  competitor,  and  a single  write-in  vote  will  win 
for  a candidate  who  has  no  opposition  whatever.  Write-in  can- 
didates  do  not  have  to  take  an  ASBYU  Constitution  test  before 
the  election,  which  other  office-seekers  must  take.  The  Constitu- 

sPeceftes  only  that  the  test  must  be  taken  before  assuming 
office  in  such  a case. 

^ini?,er,S  wil1  be  formally  honored  on  April  18  at  the  In- 
augral  Ball,  but  the  whole  process  starts  April  4 at  a nomination 
meeting  where  candidates  will  officially  have  their  names  placed 
on  ballots.  A simple  nomination  at  that  time  is  all  that  is  re- 
quired to  set  politicos  off  and  running. 

CAMPAIGNING  BEGINS 

Once  nominations  are  made,  campaigning  will  begin  at 
times  and  dates  to  be  specified.  However,  candidates  should  be 
aware  that  verbal  campaigning  may  begin  at  any  time,  including 
right  now.  Such  action  is  legal  according  to  no  less  authority 
than  Duane  Christensen,  Election  Committee  Chairman. 

It  might  be  worth  noting  that  election  time  is  also  a 
time  when  the  campus  is  literally  inhabited  with  poor  posters 
and  other  exhibits  and  campaign  material  of  for  superior  stand- 
ards. What  a blessing  it  would  be  if  candiates  got  their  man- 
agers  on  the  ball  now.  . . to  avoid  such  messes.  A piece  of  paper 
scribbled  on  does  not  constitute  a good  advertisement  for  some- 
one  seeking  any  office  of  responsibility.  Neither  does  it  help 
±5YU  s campus  to  look  any  better. 

Polling  time  isn’t  really  so  far  away,  but  there  is  time  for 
potential  candidates  to  start  thinking  about  nomination  time, 
and  for  decided  aspirants  to  check  on  campaign  procedures  to 
see  if  their  campaign  plans  will  be  worth  looking  back  on  if 
tfiey  wil  office.  Victory  is  poor  reason  to  excuse  inadequate 
means  to  an  end.
